LEST WE FORGET — 
.Silhouetted against the cold gray of the pre-dawn is the Tomb of the Unknown Soldier in the Nation­ 
al C emetery at Arlington, Va., and the measured foot beats of the soldier doing guard duty are echoes 
of a nation’s heart throbs as its peoples pause to honor our soldier dead. 
From the gently rolling slopes of Virginia to the rugged crags of the Rockies, and from the snow- 
swept reachr* of the Canadian border to the sparkling whitecaps dancing on the Gulf of Mexico, to­ 
morrow is Veterans Day — the brief moment in the year that a nation lays aside some of its daily prob­ 
lems to pay homage to its warrior dead. 
We are a nation of symbols, and perhaps, next to the Hag itself, no symbol carries deeper meaning or 
is more revered than this simple block of granite beneath which rests the bones of the soldied known 
onlv to God.

ported in this column, commercial 
fertilizer of the right kind and a- 
mount as determined by soil tests 
gave profitable returns when pro­ 
perly placed in or under the row. 
but much less or no profit at all 
when placed otherwise. 
The Fer­ 
rell cotton, two miles N W of Char­ 
leston, received 300 lbs. of 12-12- 
12 fertilizer in the row with the 
exception of small plots where the 
same fertilizer was applied other 
than in the row' or none at all for 
comparison. 
The plot receiving 
no fertilizer treatm ent 
produced 
at the rate of 1331 lbs. of seed cot­ 
ton per acre, while that receiving 
fertilizer placed in a band under 
the row' produced 1737 lbs. - an in­ 
crease of 406 lbs. of seed cotton 
per acre resulting from the ferti­ 
lizer used. 
In an adjacent plot in 
the field where the same amount 
and kind of fertilizer was applied 
boradcast, the increase over no 
treatm ent W'as reduced to 238 lbs. 
of seed cotton per acre. 
Rather 
strangely, a third method of appli­ 
cation which consisted of placing 
the same fertilizer in bands in thp 
middle between the rows resulted 
in a slightly lower yield than where 
no fertilizer was applied at all.

But Milk Homes Should Be Comfortable

Cold wrinters and hot summers art 
the cause of considerable experi 
mentation by dairymen who try to 
m aintain comfortable year-round 
temperatures in their milk houses. 
Whether it is more difficult to keep 
milk houses warm or cool depends 
largely on their location on the farm­ 
stead (attached or separate from 
other buildings); the equipment 
available for the separata jobs; tem­ 
perature desired, and on how farm 
ers are constituted. One farmer can 
stand, or might even prefer, to have 
his milk house cooler or warmer than 
his neighbor. 
Regardless of how much heat or 
cold we can stand, however, milk 
houses, like other structures, are 
more comfortable if they are warm 
enough to work in, properly insu 
lated and ventilated. Attached milk 
houses are usually warmer than sep­ 
arate structures in the winter as well 
as in the summer. Detached milk 
houses are cooler in the summer and 
colder in the winter. 
For a warm milk house this winter 
let’s consider the case of a Minnesota 
farmer. His milk house is constructed 
at the entrance to the barn and set 
back far enough into it to that it is 
protected and warmed by it on two 
sides and a part of a third. Windows 
are of glass block construction, and 
all exposed area« of the house are 
insulated. When needed, a portable 
2,000 watt thermostatically controlled 
electric unit heater is used. This is 
placed on top of the electric water 
heater adjacent to the wash vats. A 
ventilating fan keeps the air fresh 
during the winter season and helps 
cool off the milk house in the sum­ 
mer. 
A southern Illinois farmer keeps 
his insulated detached milk house 
warm by using a unit heater for 
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WARMS MILK HOUSES . . . with 
portable electric heater. 


general warmth and heat lamps 
over work 
areas for 
additional 
warmth when and where he needs 
it most He, too, uses a ventilating 
fan for the same purpose« as his 
Minnesota counterpart. A fan, of 
course, can only circulate air, ex­ 
haust moisture from a building and 
cool a hot farmer by increasing the 
evaporation of moisture from his 
body. If he wants to go all-out in 
lowering the temperature of hia milk 
house or any other building the an­ 
swer lies in the Installation of • 
room cooler. This is not at far­ 
fetched as it may seem, based on the 
growing number of these devices 
being installed in egg rooms, poultry 
houses and milking parlors in the 
deep south. Again, it’« all a matter 
of how far you want to go and how 
much you are willing to pay for 
comfort.

By Glenn Patton 
There are a number of »reasons 
why you 
should 
hav# 
your 
soil 
tested now. 
One im portant reason 
m that it will help you avoid that 
rush next spring in 
many 
ways. 
And you will have more tim e to 
get accurate .samples that repre­ 
sent the surface seven 
inches of 
each different kind of soil in each 
of your fields. 
R em em ber these 
soil tests are no better than 
the 
sam ples tested so they 
must 
be 
properly 
taken—and 
by 
having 
more tim e to take them you should 
be able to do a bi tter job By hav­ 
ing tests m ade now. you wUl a- 
void the usual spring rush in the 
soil testing laboratory. 
Another reason for getting 
soil 
tested now is that you can get a- 
head of the usual spring rush for 
fertilizer and 
lim ing 
m aterials. 
You will have a better chance to 
get the kind and amount of plant 
food you need and in the form that 
will giva you the best return for 
the money 
you 
invest in them . 
F ertilizer prices are often 
lower 
in the faiJ than in the spring. 
Your fields will likely be fum r 
this fail than 
they 
will be next 
spring which m akes it 
easier

spread the fertilizer and lim e

Practically all the lime used in 
Southeast Missouri is in the form 
of ground limestone rock. 
An ap­ 
plication of this m aterial supplies 
only calcium, or if dolomite is us­ 
ed both, calcium and magnesium 
ar e supplied 
In addition, ground 
limestone reduces acidity of com ­ 
monly called ,'so u r” 
soils. 
This 
makes a m ore favorable soil con­ 
dition, for b a c t e r i a to live and 
grow. The activity of som e of the 
bacteria are highly im portant 
in 
the release to growing crops of 
the plant food nutrients held in 
the soil. 
Thus, the effect of the first lim ­ 
ing of a piece of ground is likely 
to cause bigger crops because of 
the plant food actually 
added, 
and also because w hat is already 
in jthe soil is m ore usuabie by the 
crops. 
Lime adds only calcium or 
calcium and m agnesium . 
Yet the 
crops rem oves other plant nutri­ 
ents, too. 
And a bigger crop rc 
rnoves m ore nutrients 
from 
the 
soii than a sm all one. 
So the in­ 
creased 
growth 
rem oves 
more 
from the soil than the lime adds 
This m eans the beneficial effects 
of lime when used alone are short 
tim e-ju st one crop o i . at most, a 


few crops. 
This points out the need for com 
piete or balanced soil treatm en t. 
But soil treatm ents can’t be bas­ 
ed on crop rem oval alone. 
The 
soil m ay be 
well 
supplied with 
som e nutrients but short in others. 
The 
real 
baljm ce-the 
one 
that 
counts in crop grow th-is the soii 
plus supplements to the soil. 
So 
the soil test is m ade to find out 
what is now in the soil as a basis 
for making 
supplem ents 
in 
the 
form of various fertilizers, includ­ 
ing lime. 
Lime cannot take the place of 
other fertilizer. 
It is just as true 
the other fertilizers 
cannot take 
the place of lim e. 
T here 
are 
several 
im p ortant 
points in the successful use of lime. 
Three of them are 11) put on Ihe 
lime six months to one y ear ahead 
of the tim e it is needed as ground 
limestone needs som e tim e to be­ 
come available in the s o i l , <2) 
work it into the root zone of plants, 
and *3) use good 
quality 
lime­ 
stone. 
Good quality limestone involves 
two factors. 
The first is 
purity. 
Some ledges are m uch b etter than 
others. 
P roducers can 't do much 
about purity except to keep dirt 
and other such im purities out 
of 
the 
ground 
lim erock. 
But you 
should find out from the producer 
about the purity of his lime. 
After soil tests, your recom m end 
ations suggests lime needs based 
upon good quality. 
It the lime us­ 
ed i> only 75 percent pure, 
more 
lime should be used that sod test 
indicate*. 
The other part of quality is the 
fineness of grind. 
This is controil 
ed by the limestone producer. Find 
out the ‘ fineness” by asking the 
producer.

It is so serious 
that I m ust not treat it seriously.

Seasons May Co iron Hot to Cold. . . . 
But Milk Houses Should Be Comfortable 


Two Mississippi County 
farm­ 
ers, Lester Peters 
and Richard 
Cantwell , and their families re­ 
ceived Balanced Farming awards 
from the University of Missouri 
last week. 
They were accompan­ 
ied to Columbia by H. M. Dunn, 
Assoc. County Agent in charge of 
Balanced Farthing, 
where 
they 
attended a luncheon on October 
30, given In honor of winners from 
this and other Missouri counties. 
In making the award to Mr. and 
Mrs. Lester Peters of the Bridges 
community, emphasis was given 
to their achievement in farm im­ 
provements. not only resulting in 
materially increased crop yields, 
but also resulting in home improve 
ments that provided more satisfy­ 
ing family life. 
Attention was al­ 
so called to their activities in com­ 
munity affairs, especially 4-H Club 
work, which is helping to make 
their neighborhood a better com­ 
munity. 
Mr. and Mrs. Richard Kantwell 
of the Dorena area, were also com 
mended for home improvements. 
Family cooperation in 
establish­ 
ing new farmers of the communi­ 
ty on a sound farming basis also 
received commendation. 
Particu­

tional crop yields produced by the

that prove that the way fertilizer 
is placed for cotton is extremely 
important in determining the re­ 
sults.

fertilizer of the right kind and a- 
mount as determined by soil tests 
gave profitable returns when pro 
perly placed in or under the row. 
but much less or no profit at all 
when placed otherwise. 
The Fer­ 
rell cotton, two miles N W of Char­ 
leston, received 300 lbs. of 12-12- 
12 fertilizer in the row with the 
exception of small plots where the 
same fertilizer was applied other 
than in the row or none at all for 
comparison. 
The 
plot receiving 
no fertilizer treatment 
produced 
at the rate of 1331 lbs. of seed cot­ 
ton per acre, while that receiving 
fertilizer placed in a band under 
the row produced 1737 lbs. - an in­ 
crease of 406 lbs. of seed cotton 
per acre resulting from the ferti­ 
lizer used. 
In an adjacent plot in 
the field where the same amount 
and kind of fertilizer was applied 
boradcast, the increase over no 
treatment was reduced to 238 lbs. 
of seed cotton per acre. 
Rather 
strangely, a third method of appli­ 
cation which consisted of placing 
the same fertilizer in bands in the 
middle between the rows resulted 
in a slightly lower yield than where 
no fertilizer was applied at all. 
Thi s may have resulted from what 
research men call “experimental 
error” but attention is directed to 
the fact that the sam e thing oc- 
cured in the striae kinds of tests 
conducted in the A** W. Padgett 
field. 
As was expected, th4 fertilizer 
in the row caused the crop to ma­ 
ture more rapidly than where no 
treatment was given. The maturi­ 
ty of the cotton w-here the fertiliz­ 
er was broadcasted was 
greatly 
slowed up. but unexpectedly 
the 
cotton where the fertilizer was plac 
cd in the middle matured almost 
as fast as it did where the fertiliz­ 
er was applied in the rows. 
The 
big difference was that fertilizer 
in the row increased the yield 406 
lbs. per acre above that receiving 
no treatment and that in the mid­ 
dle produced 31 
lbs. less cotton 
! than where no treatment was giv­ 
en at all. 
H M Dunn. Associate

Cold winters and hot summers are 
the cause of considerable experi­ 
mentation by dairymen who try to 
maintain comfortable year-round 
temperatures in their milk houses. 
Whether it is more difficult to keep 
milk houses warm or cool depends 
largely on their location on the farm­ 
stead 
(attached or separate from 
other buildings); the equipment 
available for the separate jobs; tem­ 
perature desired, and on how farm­ 
ers are constituted. One farmer can 
stand, or might even prefer, to have 
his milk house cooler or warmer than 
his neighbor. 
Regardless of how much heat or 
cold we can stand, however, milk 
houses, like other structures, are 
more comfortable if they are warm 
enough to work in, properly insu­ 
lated and ventilated. Attached milk 
houses are usually warmer than sep­ 
arate structures in the winter as well 
as in the summer. Detached milk 
houses are cooler in the summer and 
colder in the winter. 
For a warm milk house this winter 
let s consider the case of a Minnesota 
farmer. His milk house is constructed 
at the entrance to the barn and set 
back far enough into it so that it is 
protected and warmed by it on two 
sides and a part of a third. Windows 
are of glass block construction, and 
all exposed areas of the house are 
insulated. When needed, a portable 
2.000 watt thermostatically controlled 
electric unit heater is used. This is 
placed on top of the electric water 
heater adjacent to the wash vats. A 
ventilating fan keeps the air fresh 
during the winter season and helps 
cool off the milk house in the sum­ 
mer. 
A southern Illinois farmer keeps 
his insulated detached milk house 
warm by using a unit heater for

warmth and heat lamps 
over 
work 
areas 
for 
additional 
warmth when and where he needs 
it most He, too. uses a ventilating 
fan tor the same purposes as his 
Minnesota counterpart. A fan, of 
course, can only circulate air, ex­ 
haust moisture from a building and 
cool a hot farmer by increasing the 
evaporation of moisture from his 
body. If he wants to go all-out In 
lowering ths temperature of his milk 
house or any other building the an­ 
swer lies in the installation of a 
room cooler. This is not as far­ 
fetched as it may seem, based on the 
growing number of these devices 
being installed in egg rooms, poultry 
houses and milking parlors in the 
deep south. Again, It s all a matter 
of how far you want to go and how 
much you are willing to pay for 
comfort.

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Missouri’s 13 presidential elec­ 
tors will have a six months wait 
before they are paid for their brief 
job of voting for president in Jeff­ 
erson City this December. 
According to state law, the elec­ 
tors are to be paid $5 a day and IO 
cents a mile for coming to the state 
capitol to cast their votes for pres­ 
ident in the electoral college. Will 
Davis, chief clerk of the secretary 
of state, reports that no money has 
been appropriated to pay the elec­ 
tors. He said the electors will have 
to wait until funds are alloted by 
the next general assembly before 
they can receive their pay. 
County clerks 
and 
election 
boards, according to law, 
must 
certify the election of the presi­ 
dential electors to the governor by 
eight days after election day. The 
governor then has a week to total 
and check the votes for the elec­ 
tors and certify them to Washing­ 
ton. 


The votes cast by the presiders , 
tial electors in Jefferson City this 
Dec. 17 will be sent to Washington 
where the vice president as presi­ 
dent of the senate tallies them with 
votes from other states. 
Then he 
announces to the nation the results 
which everyone knew the day after 
the election in November.

Missouri's new cigarette tax will 
yield about $10 million for its first 
year of operation, a% ording to an 
stimate by Frank 
Blankenship, 
cigarette tax supervisor for the de­ 
partment of revenue. 
Blankenship revealed that up to 
Oct. 31, $8,519,204 had been col­ 
lected from the cigarette tax which 
was started last Jan. I. 
He said 
collections of the two cent a pack­ 
age tax were running about $850, 
OOO a month. 
Sponsors of the tax had estim at­ 
ed only about a $9 million annual 
yield from the cigarette levy. Pro­ 
ceeds from the tax go directly in­ 
to state school funds. 


Will Davis, chief clerk of the sec­ 
retary of state, has announced that 
the official canvass of Missouri’s 
general election will start in Jeff­ 
erson City on Dec. ll. 
The governor, secretary of state 
and one supreme court judge will 
make up the board of canvassers 
who must be present when the elec 
tion returns from the various coun­ 
ties are opened for the official can­ 
vass. 
Davis said his office hopes to

days. 


A tecent survey completed by 
the state 
conservation 
commis­ 
sion shows that sportsmen spend 
about $69 million every year in 
Missouri on hunting and 
fishing. 
Dan Saults, information director 
for the commission, 
said 
fisher­ 
men spent $46,272,000 in Missouri 
last year on their sport. 
The fig­ 
ure includes 
amounts 
spent on 
equipment, special clothing, trans 
potation, and food 
and 
lodging 
while on trips. 
Saults said about $23,247,310 was 
spent in hunting in the state last 
year. 
He broke this figure down 
to $15,568,660 for small game hunt 
ing; $3.572650 for deer and $4,106. 
OOO for waterfowl. 
Saults said Missouri still has not 
reached its potential as a hunting 
and fishing state. 
The greatest 
room for expansion, he said, was 
in winter fishing and deer hunt­ 
ing.

flourishing 380, and who rounds 
out his operation with 
another 
120 acres under lease, this spring 
proposed to “flood irrigate” his 
corn. “It can’t work." and “nev­ 
er heard of it,” were the two most 
common comments on the pro­ 
ject, Ashbaugh says. 
He went 
right ahead. 
Initial Steps 
Forty acres of brown silt-clay 
type soil on which Bqb has reg­ 
ularly used a land plane for the 
past four years were set aside 
for the test. An SCS cooperator, 
he wisely called on Soil Conser­ 
vation engineers to 
survey 
the 
tract lest flooding 
drown 
out 
standing crops on still recogniz­ 
able pot holes. The natural “lay” 
of the land was exam ined to de­ 
termine that free flowing water 
would find its way evenly down 
the corn rows rather than “pud­ 
dle up” in surface depressions. 
Thirty acres of the tract were 
subsoiled, then plowed with a 24- 
inch offset disc. The remaining 
eight acres were 
deep 
disked 
without subsoiling. Two hundred 
and fifty pounds per acre of 8-8-8 
went into the ground with the 
Pioneer Seed Com 
during 
the 
second week of 
April. 
When 
plants reached a height of one 
and one-half feet, 150 pounds per 
acre of anhydrous ammonia went 
directly into the center of 
th# 
rows. 
The pump was started and wat­ 
er trickled between the rows of 
standing com. A second irriga­ 
tion was withheld 
when. 
later, 
the Clarkton area got one of the 
Delta’s few substantial rains of 
the growing season. 
The Pay-O ff 
Bob Ashbaugh believes in deep 
tillage and flood 
irrigation. A 
look at his carefully kept crop 
tallies might make believers of 
most of us. Here's what they show 
—Ashbaugh’* 30 subsoiled 
and 
irrigated acres yielded 3.487 bush 
els of shelled corn — 116 bush­ 
el* to the acre; $5,230.50 total, at 
the loan price of $1.50 bushet. 
The 8 un-subsoiled acres of the 
same tract, 
identically plowed, 
planted 
and 
fertilized, 
but not 
irrigated, or subsoiled, 
yielded 
384 bushels of corn— 18 bushels 
per acre. 
"I’m glad I went ahead,” Ash­ 
baugh tells inquiring neighbors. 
“Subsoiling and flood 
irrigation 
showed me a gain of 68 bushels 
an acre over what had been my 
standard practice. I can use that 
$95 20 extra per acre that the 
“experiment” brought in. I have 
been tinkering with 
subsoiling 
for the past two years with en­ 
couraging results. Now I think I 
have found the system assuring 
maximum result# ** 


After Labor Day, fish are usual­ 
ly more plentiful than fishermen, 
and this scarcity of the 
latter 
makes fall fishing doubly enjoy­ 
able. When the leaves begin to 
turn, a little cove that was jammed 
with boats in the summer may 
prove almost as inviting as a wil­ 
derness retreat. When your plug 
lands on the water near a submerg- 
ed log, it may be the first that cre­ 
ated a ripple for several days And 
the big bass who lives there, may 
have forgotten what an artificial 
lure looks like. 
Add this fact to the scarcity of 
insects, and the appeal of fall fish­ 
ing becomes more apparent. No 
bugs in the air means less natural 
food for the fish. And. a hungry 
fish is more apt to gobble an arti­ 
ficial than one with a full tummy.

There arc a num ber of -reasons 
why you should 
havg your soil 
tested now. One im portant reason 
la that it will help you avoid that 
rush next spring in m any 
ways. 
And you will have m ore tim e to 
get accurate sam ples that repre­ 
sent the surface seven inches of 
each different kind of soil in each 
of your fields 
R em em ber these 
soil tests are no better than the 
sam ples tested so they 
m ust be 
properly 
taken-and 
by 
having 
more tim e to take them you should 
be able to do a better job By hav­ 
ing tests m ade now, you will a- 
void the usual spring rush in the 
soil testing laboratory. 
Another reason for getting soil 
tested now is that you can get a- 
head of the usual spring rush for 
fertilizer and 
lim ing 
m aterials. 
You will have a better chance to 
get the kind and am ount of plant 
food you need and in the form that 
will give you the best return for 
the money you 
invest in them 
Fertilizer prices art* often lowei 
in the fall than in the spring.

Practically all the lime used in 
Southeast M issouri is in Hie form 
of ground lim estone rock. 
An ap­ 
plication of this m aterial supplies 
only calcium , or if dolomite is us­ 
ed both, calcium and magnesium 
ar e supplied 
in addition, ground 
limestone reduces acidity of com­ 
monly called "so u r” soils. 
This 
makes a m ore favorable soil con­ 
dition, for b a c t e r i a to live and 
grow. The activity of some of the 
bacteria are highly important 
in 
the release to growing crops of 
the plant food nutrients held in 
the soli. 
Thus, the effect of the first lim ­ 
ing of a piece of ground is likely 
to cause bigger crops because of 
the plant food actually 
added, 
and also because what is already 
in the soli is m ore usuabie by the 
crops. Lim e adds only calcium or 
calcium apd m agnesium.

crops rem oves other plant nutri­ 
ents, too 
And a bigger crop re­ 
moves m ore nutrients

from the soil than the lime adds 
'rtiis m eans the beneficial effects 
of lime when used alone are short 
tim e-just erne crop or. at most, a 


few crops. 
This points oui the need for com 
plete or balanced soil treatm ent. 
But soil treatm ents can’t be bas­ 
ed on crop removal alone. 
The 
soil m ay be well supplied with 
some nutrients but short in others. 
The 
real balgnce-the 
one that 
counts in crop grow th-is the soil 
plus supplem ents to the soil. 
So 
the soil test is m ade to find out 
w hat is now in the soil as a basis 
for m aking 
supplem ents 
in the 
form of various fertilizers, includ­ 
ing lim e. 
Lim e cannot take the place of 
other fertiiizer. 
It is just as true 
the other fertilizers cannot take 
tile place of lime. 
T here 
are 
several 
im portant 
points in the successful use of lime. 
T hree of them are *1> put on the 
lim e six months to one year ahead 
of the tim e it is needed as ground 
lim estone needs some tim e to be­ 
com e available in the s o i l , *2) 
work it into the root zone of plants, 
and 
use good quality lim e­ 
stone 
Good quality limestone involves 
two factors. 
The first is purity. 
Some ledges are much better than 
others. 
Producers can’t do much 
about purity except to keep dirt 
and other such im purities out of 
the ground limerock. 
But you 
should find out from the producer 
about the purity of his lime. 
A fter soil test*, your recommend 
attorns suggests lime needs based 
upon good qualitv 
If the lime us­ 
ed is only 75 percent pure, 
more 
lim e should be used that soil test 
indicates. 
The other part of quality is the 
fineness of grind 
This is control! 
ed by the limestone producer. Find 
out the "fineness’* by asking the 
producer.
